ISRAEL’S OLYMPIC SUCCESS 


By GEORGE E. LEVINREW 


AST month at Miami, Israel 
achieved its best record in the* 


World Bridge Olympiad, ending in 
eighth place among the 39 coun- 
tries competing, and winning 26 
of the 39 matches. In 1964 in New 
York Israel was 15th of 29; in 
1968 in Deauville Israel was 13th of 
32, 

This year's tournament, lasting 
15 days, was a preliminary round 
robin of 20 deals against each 
team, and a two-day final among 
the four leading teams. An inno- 
vation of the tournament was the 
playing of the same computer- 
dealt hands in all contests. The 
overall winners maintained the 
rank they achieved in the round 


robin: 1. Italy, 2. U.S. 3. Canada, 
4. France. 

Both Lebanon and Morocco were 
ordered by thelr governments not 
to play against Israel. They were 
penalized in these two matches 
with a zero score, and Israel was 
given an over average adjustment. 
This has raised questions among 
competitors whose standing may 
be jeopardized since there is no 
equitable adjusted score. Switzer- 
land, for example, was only one 
point behind Israel in the final 
standing, and this might have been 
different had the two forfeited 
matches been played. The Direc- 


tors of the Olympiad will conse~ 


quently be considering whether any 
teams refusing to play against an 
opponent should be barred from 
future tournaments.

The pride of the Florence com- 
munity is its beautiful synagogue 
which is an imposing building 
éven in Florence. It dates from 
1882 and was severely damaged 
during the War but was subse- 
quently restored with Italian gov- 
ernment help, The tragedy of the 
war years is recalled by a large 
Monument in the garden of the 
synagogue. After the war the Jew- 
ish population of Florence was re- 
duced to a quarter of its pre-war 
size, as a result of death and emi- 
gration. Many came to Israel, 
others went to the U.S. The com- 
munity never regained its pre-war 
strength and in the last decade 
the tendency has been for it to 
diminish even further. In 1970 the 
community had seven marriages, 
10 births — and 30 deaths. 


Conversion 

The rabbi states that conver- 
sion is not a problem. None of 
this small congregation has ever 
left the synagogue for the Church.

MB RISE OF ANTI-SEMITISM 
’ WORRIES ITALIANS 


The younger generation tend to 
disassociate themselves from strict 
religious codes. Attendance at the 
synagogue is sparse except on the 
High Holidays and only about 100 
families, mainly older couples, 
maintain kashrut. They are served 
by one kasher butcher and one 
kasher poultry shop. There ig also 
a kasher restaurant next to the 
synagogue; but its clientele con- 
sists mostly of tourists. 


The emergence of Fascism in 
the 1920s and 1930s interrupted 
the rising prosperity of the Jews. 
But since the War they have again 
established themselves in society 
and today are well-represented in 
social life, in the universities, in 
the professions and even in gov- 
ernment, Florentme Jews sit in 
parliament and one is an under- 
secretary in the Foreign Ministry. 


The community, however, remains 
a society within a society. Birth 
certificates and other official pa- 
pers are handled through the syna- 
gogue that passes them on to the 
State. An elected advisory board 
assesses the contributtons to be 
made to the community. It also 
supervises the private State-ap- 
proved school attached to the syna- 
gogue, which offers general edu- 
cation plus Jewish studies from 
kindergarten up to ninth grade. 
Enrolment is high. 


The rabbi sometimes partici- 
pates in broadcasts on Jewish-Catho- 
lic relations and he is active in 
a joint religious organization in 
the city. But he states “There is 
not much general interest — and 
It's mainly confined to the cultured 
class.”

Agency may drop No ambulances 


aid to former 
hippie commune

The Jewish Agency Executive has 
decided to withdraw its support from 
the Kedma commune — unless the 
government is willing to help turn 
the former kibbutz into an occupa- 
tional centre for delinquent youth. 

Since its conversion into a haven 
for hipples two years ago by an 
American couple, Reuven and Sara 
Mandel, the Agency has invested 
almost IL300,000 in Kedma. There 
has been extensive criticism over 
the expenditure of these sums on a 
small end fluctuating group of 
People. 

The Mandels had sought to attract 
rootless youth from abroad and re- 
turn them to their Jewish heritage 
through their “Family of Israel" 
community at Kedma. A special 
committee set up by the Agency 
Executive to investigate the situa- 
tion at Kedma reported that the 
number of people living there fluc- 
tuated between 10 and 20, with a 
continual turnover. The classroom 
which was to have housed an ulpan 
for Jewish and Hebrew studies was 
found to be empty. 

The Mandels have decided to con- 
vert Kedma’s role to that of an 
occupational therapy institution for 
unbalanced and delinquent youth 
But the Agency's committee con- 
eluded that the manpower situation 
at Kedma and the social structure 
of the “Family of Israel” would not 
permit this project to be realized. 
The Executive decided that it could 
not undertake sole responsibility for 
the project. If no government agency 
is willing to participate in a senior 
role, the Agency will cease its finan- 
cial support to Kedma as of Oc- 
tober 1.

HAIFA, — The Arab prisoner who 
escaped from Damoun prison on 
Sunday evening was captured late 
Monday night by two residents of 
Issfiyeh village and turned over to 
police on Mt. Carmel 

Bassem Hamad, 19, serving a ten- 
year sentence for contact with the 
Syrians, attempted espionage and or- 
ganization of terrorist cells and 
classified as a dangerous prisoner 
— escaped by jumping over two 
walls surrounding the Damoun pri- 
son. Police and army personnel with 
a helicopter searched for him all 
night and day without result. 

After midnight Monday a young 
man waved a passing taxi to a 
halt near the University. His ap- 
pearance, clad only in shorts and 
an undershirt, aroused the suspicion 
of the driver, Jemal Mansour, who 
stopped and took the man on, In 
the taxi was a warder on leave from 
another prison. In response to his 
queries, the young man said he was 
running for exercise, but was return- 
ing to town in a taxi because he 
did not feel well. The man had 
scratches on his face and leg. “I 
swear I'm not Bassem,” the youth 
said suddenly. The warden replied 
“well, if you aren’t, you won't mind 
coming with me io the police sta- 
tion.” 

In Ahuza they saw a police patrol 
car and handed the young man 
over to the constables. He first tried 
to deny that he was the wanted 
prigoner, but suddeniy changed his 
mind, admitted that he had escaped 
and asked for food and drink.

Soviet immigrant 
writer dies at 38 


TEL AVIV. — Boris Gapunov, 38, 
the Soviet Jewish writer and poet 
who achieved fame by translating 
the Georgian national epic “He 
Who ‘Wears the Leopard's Skin” 
into Hebrew, died yesterday at hia 
Ramat Gan home after a long Ml- 
ness, two years after his arrival in 
Israel. ᾿
